EXPLOSION ON 


(OHIO “PHA JOB 


500 Pounds of Dynamite 
Explodes’ in Huge 
Water.Tunnel 


BALTIMORE, July 28—Ten Ne- 
groes were killed and five white 
men and three Negroes were in- 
jured this week when 500 pounds 
of dynamite exploded prematurely 
in the Loch Raven-Monte Bello wa- 
ter. tunnel, a Public Works Admin- 
istration’ project. 7 

Two additional} white workers 
were gassed during rescue at- 
tettipts...Nine of..the-dead were 
killed instantly, their bodies blown 
to. bits. The tentifdied en. route 
to a hospital. Three~of the in- 
jured are in a critical condition. 
The blast occurred in a rocky 
chamber 65 feet below surface. 

Officials investigating the tragedy 
said the explosion. came as a crew 
of 14 men unloading the dynamite 
from a cart near the end of the 
sevén-mile tunnel. Nine of the 
group perished instantly. Four of 
those rescued were standing ‘near 
the . entrance and were shielded 
from the full force of the blast by 
a protruding wall; The remainder 
of injured were, about 150 feet 
away and they, too, were partially 
shielded, 


Among the injured is Charles 
Elliott, ~ electrical ~ engineer in 
charge of the blast operations. He 
said the explosion could not’ have 
been caused by. an electric spark 
because wires connecting the 
chamber with © power generators 
‘were disconnected as a safety pre- 
caution. He offered no solution to
